John Robert Kittrell very much wanted a

RE THE LAND CF NATHANIEL KITTRELL 


AND 


JOHN WASHINGTON KITTRELL 


When John Robert Kittrell and his 
daughter visited Hickory Grove 
cemetery, they went "down the road" 
"about a mile — or maybe just 4" - 
to the land that belonged to his 
grandfather, Nathaniel Kittrell, and 
his father, John Washington Kittrell. 


According to John Robert Kittrell, you 
could sit on the front porch of both 
houses and look at the cemetery and the 
church, 


With the cemetery at his back, John Robert 
first went to the right "side of the road" 
which was the house his father, John # 


Washington Kittrell, buiit. 


Phen he went"across the road" - and exactly 
opposite was the "big house" his grandfather, 


Nathaniel Kittrell built. 


That was the house where Jonn Robert Kittrell 


was born, 


In that area there was a road sign that 


said something like: .

"LIZELY" © 
That is probably not correct ~- but it is as 
close as 90 yr. old Grace Kittrell (Irby) 


can remember. 


John Robert Kittrell said that all that he 
remembered as a child was built around the 


church and the cemetery. 


MORE ABOUT LAND 


According to John Robert Kittrell, 
Richard Weatherford - son of Chief 
Weatherford Red Eagle and his Indian 
"Princess" wife - and his wife, 
Lucinda Furlow, lived within a mile - 
or probably more like 4 mile - of 
"Nathaniel Kittrell. 


(In reading the 1840 Lauderdale County 
Census, I became so excited over 

Nathaniel Kittrell and his household, that 
I forgot to look for Richard Weatherford. ) 


Nothing is known re the household of 
Richard Weatherford and Lucinda Furlow 
except that they nad a daughter, Martha 
Ann Weatherford, who later married John 
Washington Kittrell - and bore John 
_ Robert, Minnie and Lillie (twins) 

bob OU" Kittrell - as well as 5 others who died 

in childhood, 


Richard Weatherford and Lucinda Furlow 
also had a son - named, or called, "Dock" 
who later married John Washington 
Kittrell's sister, Ann Kittrell. "Dock" 
sense Weatherford later became the grandfather 
of John Weatherford - who with his wife, 
Colleen, lived on the gulf coast. John 
Weatherford died in the early'80ies, His 
wife is stili living at Gulfport, Miss. 
Nothing more is known re Weatherford off- 
spring. | 


It is assumed that Richard Weatherford 
and Lucinda Furlow were buried near their 
home - in Hickory Grove Cemetery. 


FAMTULTES AND FRIENDS 


As John Robert Kittrell and his 
daughter, Grace, made their yearly 
pilgrimage to Lauderdale County - 
and particularly to Hickory Grove 
Cemetery, John Robert pointed out 
spots familiar from his childhood. 


According to daughter Grace, her 


father never talked about his home,

Such behavior is not only weird and 
unnatural - but is certainly 
unfortunate. He must have known his 
grandfather Nathaniel well - and 

could have left the most intimate 

bits of information re early Lauderdale 


County. 


John Robert. Kittrell did say that all 
that he remembered well from his child- 
hood was located around the cemetery and 
the church, 


Certainly the Kittrells, the Weatherfords 
and the Moores lived near each other - . 
and near the cemetery and the church, 
These families that started as friends - 
later became inter-mixed as the next 
generation of boys and girls married. 


Which was the chicken and which was the egg? 


Did the families settle in that locale be- 
cause the church and cemetery were there - 
or did the cemetery and church come into 
being because the families were settled 
there? 


CHARLES JEROME KITTRELL 


Jerome Kittrell reported that his 
parents died when he was very young 

and he knew little ebout his family's 
history. tT felt sure that there was a 
connection between the two lines and 
Jerome and I have set out to learn as 
much as possible re the early Kittrells 
in Lauderdale. 


From a (Kittrell) Aunt, Jerome knows 
that his great great grandfather came 
from S.C. to Miss. (date unknown) and 
that his great grandfather, John Chester 
Kittrell, was born in Lauderdale County 
1837/38. John Chester was buried in 
Hickory Grove Cemetery. The grave marker 


fives no date of death. 


The above follows so closely the aecount. 
of John Robert Kittrell re his father, 
John Washington Kittrell, that it was 
nard to believe that there was not some 


connection, 


In the 1840 Census, Nathaniel kittrell 

was the only Kittrell reported in 
Lauderdale County. His household contained 
2 males under the age of 5 yrs. - and 

2 females under the age of 5 yrs. 


I have not yet received the 1850 census. 
iowever, it seems a good guess that the 
4 children - under the age of 5 yrs. - 
include l,or even 2, sets of twins, 


I am guessing that the 2 little boys 


were John Washington and John Chester 
Kittrell, 
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Nathaniel Kittrell (I have never heard any name except "Nathaniel") 
was born in Orangeburg District, South Carolina 
ec. 1810 (date unknown) 
He migrated from South Carolina to Mississippi in the 
early 1830ies when he was in his early 20ies. 
If he had been married in South Carolina, John Robert 
Glearly knew nothing about it. 
Nathaniel Kittrell married Tabitha Coats in Lauderdale 
County, Mississippi (date unknown) 
based on the 1840 census, it would seem that they must 
have been married around 1835 or before. 
I know nothing re Tabitha Coats except the name. Assume 
her family lived in Lauderdale Co. but do not know so.

I have not gotten to look at the 1850 Census - SO J still do 


not know the names of those 4 children under 5 yrs. 


The Elisha Kitrell (32) born Miss., 1838 living 

next door to Nathaniel Kittrell (in the 1870 Census) 
does certainly look like the other of those 2 male 
children under 5 yrs. in the 1840 Census, (The 1850 
Census will surely give the names of both.) If the 
lst 2 sons of Nathaniel were John Washington and 
Elisha - where in the h-- is John Chester (born in 
Lauderdale Co. in 1837?) I found only 1 Kittrell in 
Lauderdale Co. in 1840 and that was Nathaniel and his 


household of 9. 


It looks like Nathaniel had 4 sons: 
John Washington /93¢ The 3: Elisha, Calvin R. and 
Elisha 19358 William W. might explain the 
Calvin R. vas¢ sharp increase in kKittrells in

I have never heard any suggestion that Nathaniel Kittrell 
ever married but once. But then obviously I have heard 
very little about. Nathaniel Kittrell except that he came 
to Miss. as a young man from S.C., that he settled in 
Lauderdale Co., married in Lauderdale Co., liwed and 
raised a sizeable family in Lauderdale Co. and died and 


was. buried -— no one seems to know where, 


John Robert Kittrell was certain that Richard Weatherford 
and his wife Lucinda Furlow (both born and also married in 
Ala.) lived less than 15 miles from Nathaniel Kittrell 

and the two men were friends. (It would seem that Richard 
Weatherford - son or grandson of Chief Weatherford Red 
Eagle and his Indian "Princess" wife - had returned to 
the village lands of his ancestors and liwed there the 
remainder of his life.) There was no connection between 
the Kittrells and the Weatherfords except friends and 
"meighbors" until their children married, 


I feel equally sure that there was no connection between 
the Kittrells and the Tinsleys except that they were 
neighbors. John Robert attended the private school in 

Mrs. Tinsley's home and he and the Tinsley off-spring 
were friends, He maintained the friendship with only one —- 


a spinster daughter. 


From the description I have been given, it is my understanding 
that the Weatherfords, the Kittrells and the Tinsleys all 
lived fairly close to the Hickory Grove Cemetery and Chureh. 

I assume that in that day, anyone within a couple of miles 


would have been called "neighbors".

The 5 children were buried Hickory Grove - Lauderdale 
Aountw - near Meridian. 


Except for the stint in the Confederate Army, there is no 
indication that John Washington Kittrell ever lived anywhere 
but. in Lauderdale Co. - within sight of Hickory Grove Church 
and Cemetery, until he and his wife moved to Myrick in 1895, 


According to John Robert Kittrell,his father's house 

was "across the road" from his grandfather's house - 
and both were in sight of the church and Hickory Grove 
Cemetery. (It is assumed that John Washington's land 

was given to him by his father but John Robert Kittrell 
did not say so.) He did say that. he and his brothers and 
sisters were all born in the grandfather's home —- so 
John Washington's house must have been built later. 


In March 189%, John Robert Kittrell completed his (internship) 
apprenticeship and he and his wife and 6 wk. old son, 

John Moore (my father) went to Myrick community (I think 

in Jones county) for John Robert to begin his medical 
practice. Shortly there after, John Washington Kittrell 

and his wife, Martha Ann (Amanda) Weatherford moved to 

Myrick to be near their son. They had their own house 

near their son and did not live in the home with him. 

How John Washington Kittrell disposed of his land in 
Lauderdale County is not known. 


In 1908 John Robert Kittrell and his wife,Lilly Moore, 
and their 4 children moved to Laurel so that the children 
could have proper schooling. They bought the home at 

1038 First Ave. and it is still the Kittrell residence 
today. The daughter Grace and youngest son Robert occupy 
the home. When the John Robert Kittrells moved to Laurel, 
John Washington and his wife moved also. They hae their 


own home near by and did not live in their som' home. 


John Washington out lived his wife by 2 yrs. He was then 
80 and it is understood that the last 2 yrs. of his life 
he did live at 1038 First Ave. 


In short John Robert Kittrell lived in close contact. with 
his mother and father almost every day of his life - except 
when he was in medical school — until he was 50 yrs. old. 
That he "never talked about his parents or his home" - 


and further seemed to know little personal about them can 


only be described as weird. 


The Kittrells were a family who talked constantly and 
John Robert. was famous for his little stories about a 
wide assortment of interesting people he had met here, 
there and yonder - but as a grand daughter, I can testigy 
to the fact that I never once ever heard him talk about 


his parents ~- or his grandparents, 


On the surface they all sound like good, hard working, 
upstanding people. As a clinical psychologist, I just 
assumed that - for reasons I will surely never understand - 


they simply did not like each other very much, 


John Robert Kittrell talked at table about himself and he 


told little stories about his and Lilly's courtship ~- but 
his stories were generally about medicine and his medical 
practice - or about people outside of the family. 


The Tinsleys were "neighbors", church friends and school 
mates. It is interesting that, on his yearly jaunts "home" 


John Robert regularly visited Old Friends. 


Every year he drove back to Hickory Grove Cemetery to check 

on the large grave marker for the 5 little Kittrell children. 
When he was much older and did not drive, his daughter Grate 
drove him. Only one of the children lived to 14 yrs. The 
others died at 3 or under. Such concern for siblings he 
certainly did not know - yet all claim to have no idea 

when Nathaniel and Tabitha Coats died - or where they 

were buried, If John Robert was correct that his grandparents 
Lived within sight of Hickory Grove Chureh and Cemetery, 

it would seem reasonable to assume that they were buried there. 


The trips to Dalesville and Binnsville had nothing to do with 


family - but rather John Robert's and Lilly's experiences 


separate and apart from family. 

I know nothing to be gained by trying to speculate re the 
causes for such family indifference — but it is a fact that 
the Kittrells showed as little family feeling as any I have 


ever encountered. This same disinterest is shown by the 


siblings. 


Whatever the problem was, it clearly had to do with the 
parents and their relationship with their off-spring, 
because John Robert. had - and showed - great love for 
his 2 living twin sisters and for their children, After 
Lilly's death, the remaining twin came to live in the home 
with her brother and was cared for by the daughter Grace and 


her husband, 


John Robert Kittrell ~ 2nd son of John Washington Kittrell 
and Martha Ann (Amanda) Weatherford - 
and the only son who lived to adult- 
hood.

John Robert spent his childhood in his grandfather's 
home and in his father's home just "across the road" 
from the Grandfather. Yet almost nothing is known re 
John Robert's growing wp years. 


It is known that John Robert attended school in the 
private school in Mrs. Tinsley's home - near his own 
home, But it is not known how long he attended that. 
school -— or whether he also attended other schools. 


It. is known that John Robert and his twin sisters, 
Lillie and Minnie attended Cooper Institute/Normal 
College - but. it is not known for how long or 


precisely for what years. 


It is a fact that while attendéng Cooper, John Robert 
and his sisters lived in a small frame house across the 
street from the school and down a half block or so - 

a house that John Washington Kittrell built for his 
children. (Jim Dawson referred, in his notes, to 

John Robert's living at Dalesville while he was teaching 
school. That would seem to indicate that John Robert 

did not return to his father's home after he finished 
school - >but continued to occupy the small house that 
had been built for him.) 


It is a fact that John Kobert and his sisters are listed 
in the Roster Of Students at Cooper in 1886. (This seems 
a contradiction to the fact that "J.R. Kittrell was 
paid $114.00 for teaching school - 1886-87 - name of 
school not given.) This can be explained only if one 
assumes that John Robert taught while finishing the 


teacher's course at Cooper. 


From the notes sent by Jim Dawson it is definite that 
John Robert was actively teaching from 1887 until he 
entered Medical School at the University of Tenn. 


Whether John Robert had any contact with his parents and 
home during these years is simply not known since there 


was never any reference to them. 


Clearly John Robert was not the J.R. who married Alice 
Weston in 1877. At that time he was only 11 yrs. old. 

I think it is safe to say that John Robert Kittrell 
married only once - Lilly Moore - and they had been 
married some 67 yrs. at the time of Lilly's death. 


John Robert. attended the U.T. Medical School, completed 

the apprenticeship (internship) and around the 1st of 

March 1896, he and his wife and 6 wk. old son (John Moore) 
moved to Myrick Community for John Robert to begin his 
medical practice. They were at Myrick until 1908 when they 
moved to Laurel and bought their one and only home at Laurel 
at 1038 First Ave. Three Kittrell children: Grace, Hantz and 
Robert were born while the family were at Myrick. 

John Washington Kittrell and his wife Martha Ann Weatherford 


moved to Myrick to be near their son -—- and in 1908 also 
moved to Laurel. They died at Laurel and were buried there. 


According to John Robert and Lilly Moore Kittrell, their 
lst son, John Moore, was born in Kemper Co, near DeKalb.

Lilly Moore 
born: 6 June 1867 
In Lauderdale County - near Meridian 
grew up in Kemper County near DeKalb. 
She was the daughter of John Alexander Moore 
and Melissa O'dell Arrington. 
Nothing is known about Lilly Moore's home and family 
and/or her growing up years except that she had 
6 brothers and sisters. Lilly Moore talked no 
more about her parents and grandparents than did 
John Robert — and Litly's off-spring insist.

their death. Grace Kittrell must have been 20+ 
when her Moore grandmother died and yet she claims 
to know nothing at all about her. 
Nothing is known about Lilly Moore's growing up years 
except that she was educated at Fairview Male 
and Female College - Binnsville, Mississippi. 
She must have taught school for some 6 or 8 years. 
She and John Robert were married May 1894 at DeKalb. 
Lilly taught school as Mrs. Lilly Moore Kittrell 
and then in March 1896 Lilly and John Robert and 
their 6 wk. old son moved to Myrick. 
The baby, John Moore, was born 14 January 1896 
in Kemper County near DeKalb. 1t is: assumed that. 
Lilly's parents were in Kemper County near DeKalb - 
and perhaps this is where Lilly spent her pregnancy.

The Kittrell family in America decends.fmom a very ancient and 
notable family who originally svelled the name Caterall. We have not 
traced the family back of Edward I. There is no doubt, much history | 
of the early branches and derivation of the family, but references 
are rare. 

The American Kittrell family descends from the old Lancashire 
family of Catnerals (also spetled Catternal and Caterals). 

The early Cateralls were established in Lancashire at a very 
early date; just how long is not certain, but it was previous to the 
reign of Edward I. They bore for arms Asure: three mascles' or. 

One cadet branch became established about the time of Edward 
III in Yorkshire, at Rothmel, and from this again a Collateral branch. 
The Cadet branch from which the American Kittrells are descended, 
stems out from John Caterall or Cateral, he apparently spedled his 
name both ways.

The facts are that in 1794, Isham and his family came to Sumner Co., 
Tenn. from Granville Co., N.C. In the rdcords of Sumner Co.,.Tenn, 
book of deeds #2, page 357 is given a deed of purchase of land of 
Isham Kittrell which shows he was from Granville Co., N.C. and that 
the deed was registered in both Duplin Co., N.C. and Sumner Co., Tenn, 
(Sumner Co., Montgomery Co., andDavidson Co., were the first three 
counties of Middle Tennessee. All 3 join and it is often that persons 
settling had their transactions recordedi in the county seat nearest 
their location and it was not always the seat of the county in which . 
they lived. This fact is accredited to the facts that both Sumner 
and Montgomery Counties have records). 

Isham Kittrell married about 1779, Granville or Warren Co., N.C. 
Family records prove that Isham only lived a very short time after the 
arrival of the family to Tennessee. Then in 1809 Ann is found to 
purchase land in her name in Montgomery Co., Tennessee ffom Mr. 

Minor of Huntsville, Alabama. It is supposed that Ann had gone to 
Montgomery Co., or nearer to her husband's brother Isaac's family 
who had settled in Montgomery Co. Sometime after 1800, Ann, widow 
of Isham, married a Mr. McGowan of Montgomery Co., Tennessee. The 
exact date of her death is not determined between it was between 
1812 and 1820, and evidently in Montgomery Co. as that was her home 
during her last marriage.
